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Qualms And Thoughts 


About The Scott Catalog 


by Stephen G. Rich 


Of all stamp catalogs now published, Scott’s has the longest 
period of continuous appearance, year by year. Beginning in 1867, it 


settled down to annual editions 


within two years.. No British, 


French, German, or other catalog now issued has anything to ap- 
proach this background of experience. Its only rival for long history, 
is a decade younger, Whitfield King’s catalog published in England. 


With such a history, we might 
well expect that Scott’s catalog 
would show strenuous efforts to 
hold the leadership and increase 
its hold on such standing. This 
might be more specially expected 
in 1952. since quite an impression 
of such an intention has been giv- 
en by the publisher’s news re- 
leases sent out some weeks ahead 
of each volume. This paper, along 
with others, has published those 
releases, 

But examination of the two 
volumes, and comparison with 
the two previous editions, the 
106th dated 1950 and the 107th 
dated 1951, soon shows that the 
changes and improvements are 
surprisingly few. To put it almost 
crudely: all the real problems 
have been avoided, as for years 
past by successive directing heads 
of Scott Publications Inc. We 
welcome the changes made. But 
as a user, I recognize clearly that 
they fail to come to grips with 
the real sources of continuing 
dissatisfaction with our American 
standard catalog. Far more thor- 
oughgoing changes are urgently 
needed at many points. Only a 
few can be mentioned in this ar- 
ticle. 

Many collectors have found 
fault to me, with the Scott cata- 
log, because certain countries, no 
longer British but independent, 
have not been shifted forthwith 
into the second volume. The ar- 
guments are sound. But there is 
a valid practical reason for refu- 
sal to shift Egypt, India and Ire- 
land to Volume II. The discrep- 
ancy in size between the volumes 
would become even greater. Vol- 
ume II would approach sooner 
the necessity of being further di- 
vided. The Scott firm might 
therefore more reasonably be 
found fault with for not making 
changes that would bring into 
Volume I material which really 
belongs there, For example, the 
stamps of the German administra- 
tions of Southwest Africa. Tan- 
ganyika, New Guinea, etc., might 
be put in as first sections under 
those countries in Volume I, pre- 
cisely as the former republics in 
Orange River Colony and Trans- 
vaal are treated. 

In the same way, all the French, 
Dutch, former Spanish and form- 
er Danish colonies in the Amer- 
icas might properly be put into 
Volume I with the rest of the 
Americas. In fact, the path of 
good procedure would long ago 
have been not to list certain of 
these twice, in both volumes, but 
to consolidate these colonies into 
the “Americas” alphabetically 
among the republics now form- 
ing that section, instead of leav- 
ing them as a small separate di- 
vision at the end of Volume I. 
The absurd tripartite division of 
Cuba’s stamps between two vol- 
umes and two sections of one of 
them, is long past due for reme- 


dy. 

The 1952 Scott is a dishppoint- 
ment to many of us on the score 
of continued retention of time- 
honored errors. An error in list- 
ing is not the less erroneous be- 
cause it has been continued since 
John W. Scott made it before 
1886! Nor is it less erroneous if 
it was one of John Luff’s very 
few mistakes in the 1910-30 peri- 


The few corrections made seem 
to have been done grudgingly, 
and far too late. For example, 
the correction in order of the ear- 
liest Colombia issues could have 
been made five years ago, or even 
earlier, from articles then in print 
in reputable American stamp 
journals. We dislike to mention 
it, Qyit of the world’s major cata- 
logs, Scott was only the third to 





correct this feature, long after

that relatively late-comer into 
the field, Gibbons of England. 

We note with regret that some 
new errors seem to have been 
brought into this year’s catalog. 
The restoration of prices for the 
essay printings from plates made 
from unfinished dies, on the U. 
S. 1861 issue, is a step backwards 
to the condition existing years 
ago. So is that for the color trial 
proofs in stamp form, the 3c 
“Jake” of 1861 and the 3c “scar- 
let” of the 1862-66 listings. 

But a stamp catalog, despite 
all attempts to make it otherwise, 
is concerned at least as much with 
being a price report from which 
those buying and selling may 
start in arriving at any particular 
stamp transaction, as being a cor- 
rect list of the stamps known. 
Therefore a major portion of this 
discussion must be taken up with 
consideration of the pricing in 
the 1952 Scott. 

In general, no serious effort 
appears yet to have been made to 
make the pricings agree with the 
market or even approach uni- 
formly thereto. Nor is the pric- 
ing in a constant, known ratio 
to the market. The discount from 
list price is not known. Certainly 
it is not constant from issue to 
issue or stamp to stamp, let alone 
from country to country. We have 
hunted in vain for any definite 
statement other than the unin- 
forming paragraph which has 
stood for some years in the ‘“‘Spe- 
cial Notices” at the start of each 
volume, and the vague “Import- 
ant Notice” about relation of con- 
dition to price, inserted here and 
there through the two volumes. 

Perhaps this is the best that 
we can expect, since the publisher 
does not maintain any statistical 
department to assemble price in- 
formation and produce at least an 
approximation to a correct mar- 
ket report. 

Whether such procedure is pos- 
sible, need not be in doubt. Pub- 
lishing a catalog not competing 
with Scott, in the special field of 
U. S. Bureau Print Precancels, I 
have long had precisely such 
service from the editor-pricer of 
that book. Not only do the prices 
in the Bureau Print Catalog rep- 
resent the mid-point of the mar- 
ket at the time of going to press: 
Mr. Berton Hoover pricer of the 
Mitchell-Hoover Bureau Print ca- 
talog, has produced a definite 
scale of discounts and premiums 
for good or bad condition, with 
illustrations of what each state, 
such as “C copy”, signifies. 

While it is obvious that with ap- 
proximately 24 tmes as many 
items to price, Scott’s task would 
be greater than that of Mr. Hoov- 
er on the Bureau Print Catalog, 
just for this reason the need for 
tackling that job is 24 time more 
apparent. The size of the Scott 
job does not make it essentially 
different from ours. 

Fault has been found unjustly 
with the Scott pricings on the 
ground that they are by a pub- 
lishing firm without close contact 
with the actual stamp market. 
Since Mr. Harmer, head of the 
Scott firm and editor-pricer of 
the catalog, is the chief man of a 
very large stamp auction house, 
this comment is quite evidently 
unfair. What is more to the point: 
the discrepancies between mar- 
ket and Scott prices were at least 
as great when Scott Stamp & 
Coin Co. was both a stamp deal- 
ing house and the catalog pub- 
lisher. The stamp papers of the 
1890’s, especially around 1897-99, 
complain far more bitterly than 
anyone today, about the errors 
in Scott’s pricings—and in far 
less temperate language. The 
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faults now existent were marks

for bitter journalistic complaint 
in the 1930’s, when the dealer 
firm was also the publisher still. 

To come to a few specific cases: 
only a few typical ones can be 
cited here: 

Through France, hardly any 
price changes at all were made. 
This writer did not discover even 
one before 1900, although certain 
items such as No. 66 seem to have 
become available in fair quantity 
in the last year. 

Unused No. 93, still kept up in 
price, also is being offered at in- 
creasing discounts, and moreover 
seems to show up fairly frequent- 


ly. 

The few rises in used 20th 
Century items seem hardly jus- 
tified .... they put the prices 
further from actual market than 
those listed a year ago. Broken 
type for one price on No. B9 
hasn’t yet been corrected from the 
previous edition, Instead of re- 
ducing the many notoriously and 
in fact obviously somewhat high 
prices of plentiful, semipostals, 
others of the same sets have been 
raised in price. : 

No. B43 of France, which re- 
ceived the most drastic cut of 
any item in that country, from 
$1.25 to 75c both used and unused, 
is the one stamp on which no 
change should have been made. 
The supply is small and not all 
the length of Nassau St., 5th Ave., 
or West Washington St. in Chi- 
cago, can it be had for less than 
$1.25 even now. It costs $1.17 
wholesale, from France. So the 
old price would have been a 
100% accurate market report. 

Over in the U. S. section, we 
take the Air Mail stamps of the 
first two issues, Nos. Cl through 
C6, for a case study. No. Cl is 
unchanged in 1950, 1951 and 1952 
catalogs. The October 1951 U. S. 
price lists of Harris (Boston) and 
Stanley Gibbons Ine. (New York) 
don’t agree, but both are below 
Scott—and Gibbons is 50% be- 
low for a used copy. No. C2 is 
$7.50 unused, $4.50 used—with 
Gibbons giving $4.60 and $2.20 
respectively. The ratio of Harris 
to Scott is somewhat higher for 
this than for Cl—Gibbons is va- 
riant in ratio for each condition 
(used and unused). No. C3, again 
static in Scott for three editions, 
is priced 40% lower than unused, 
49.7% lower used by Gibbons., 
20% lower unused and 10% lower 
used by Harris. 

Nos. C4, C5 and C6, with only 
slight changes in Scott, are in 
every case further from Gibbons 
and from Harris, but by varying 
ratios, than previous to this edi- 
tion. 

Quite obviously, if the Scott 
prices are to have any real valid- 
ity, they might be expected to be 
never more than 10% away from 
Gibbons or Harris, or from a uni- 
form multiple of either or both

Posimaster Says Congress To Blame 


In my editorial of December 31, I referred to the 10% charge on 
postal cards when 50 or more are bought. Incidentally I had an 
error in the story for if one bought 50 instead of 49 cards the extra 
card would cost 12c and not 7c as stated at that time. 

Anyhow the main reason for this item 
is a letter from one of my good friends, 
Postmaster Harry Storm of Clay City, 
Indiana. Harry takes me to task for 
blaming this matter on the P. O. Depart- 
ment and says ’taint so. I referred to the 
fact that the postal employees all ought 
to get a mink coat out of this deal but 
since Brother Storm explains that the 
overcharge is due to a bill goed by con- 
gress over which the P. O. D. had no con- 
trol it would therefore appear that the 
mink coats ought to go to the various 
congressmen who were guilty of this 10% 
addition on purchases of 50 or more postal 
cards. Mr. Storm says it is a headache for 
¢ the P, O. Dept. and for every postmaster 
in the country, none of them like the rul- 
: ing and would far rather not have it on 
: the books. 


' Conirolled Mail 


The Stamp-Ade Company of Cleveland 
issue a brokerage sheet for stamp col- 
lectorg who have material to sell. In their 
latest issue they take up the subject of

Controlled Mail and suggest that collectors who have large lots of 
commemoratives would do well to clean them up by getting them 
used up on controlled mail if possible. Reason for this suggestion is 
that late commemoratives have been issued in such large quantities 
that it will probably be 25 or more years before they will be in de- 


mand at a price over face. They explain how controlled mail is 

handled in the January issue of their bulletin and interested parties 

an get a copy by addressing them at 1220 Huron Road, Cleveland, 
oO. 


Just as an example they cite the CIPEX sheet which was issued t 


in 1947 and is now 4 years old,.yet is frequently sold in lots at less 
than face. This is a 15c face value sheet. If you have a lot of them 
and could put them through on controlled mail they would pay 15c 
postage. If recovered you should be able to dispose of them as used 
sheets at about $7.00 per 100 sheets. The savings on postage in this 
case would be $7.00 out of $15.00 and that is just one example of how 
such material can be washed up. Send for a copy of their bulletin, it 
may help you solve a problem, 


Probably a lot of collectors have an accumulation of sheets etc. 
that they have held for years and want to find a market for them. 
They have probably learned that most recent stuff is hard to pass 
off at face, but the older items are calling for some premium an 
prices on some of it have gone up and down for quite a sum in the 
past few years, 1945-6 being the high points. 

I recently had occasion to check up on the sales possiblities of 
a set of Famous American sheets. I found them listed in the Stamp- 
Ade bulletin referred to in the above item at $270.00 offered. The 
game sheets are also listed in the Mint Sheet Brokerage Bulletin, now 
located at Rossmoyne, Ohio at $275 bid. That is but $5.00 better, but 
in each bulletin I find most all these sheets have bid offers on them 
for each single sheet. By checking these two bulletins and offering 
some sheets to one and some to the other I find that one can sell a set 
of F. A. sheets for $310.10 which happens to be $35.10 higher than one 
list and $30.10 higher than the other, so it pays to watch prices if you 
want to sell. 


Speaking of Prices 


Among my own holdings in stamps etc. I have picked up at odd 
times a fair quantity of First Flight and other air mail covers. I have 
no use for these myself for I have no interest in such covers, but it 
does peeve me a bit to look at the catalogue prices placed on these 
covers and when offered for sale to some reputed collectors or deal- 
ers in such covers they are refused at a quarter catalog or even less. 
All of which makes me think that catalogue prices on Air Mail 
Covers must be dreamed up by someone who has some that he prices 
by wishful thinking. Certainly if the covers are fairly priced in the 
catalogues, they ought to find a_ ready market at one quarter 
catalogue at least. Why price material at two or three times what it 
is worth, why fool yourself with such methods of pricing? 

In this respect one of the nicest bits of pricing on any series of 
covers I know of is the system used by Herman Jacot of Greenwich, 
Conn. We met Mr. Jacot at New York during the last ASDA show. 
He expressed an interest in Highway Post Office Covers. I happened 
to remember that I had a few of them laying around at home and 
asked him what they were worth. He replied promptly that he 
bought and sold such covers and had a standard price on his stock 
and that he would buy any of them at 40% off of his list price. 

As a result Mr. Jacot got about a dozen H. P. O. Covers from me 
and I promptly got his check. If we could arrive at such a standard 
of pricing and selling with all other items connected with our hobby 
it would be a very splendid situation. A dealer is entitled to a reason- 
able profit on his goods and I think that 40% off of his price is not too 
— and should be a basis on which business could be done at any 

e. 
I recognize the fact that there are numerous items in stamps 
etc. where a dealer will tell you that he will buy certain items at 
even a higher price than such a discount would make, but such items 
are few and far between and not the general rule. 

It is ofcourse out of the question to attempt to apply any such 
terms to cheap stamps, stamps under a dollar list price for instance 
but if we could all know that when a dealer lists a stamp at one 
dollar or more, he stands ready to buy at 40% off of his price. If such 
a buying plan would overload him he would then have the signal to 
cut the price he asks for the stamp and matters would soon adjust 
themselves. Under such a plan the collector would only have to 
realize that any profit he expects to make on his collection would 
only come after he has held his stamps for enough years for the sell- 
ing price of the dealer to advance enough that 40% off of it would 
make the price what the stamp originally cost him. That is sound 
logic and if it could work we would all be better off.

In a few days, I received the 
in question. Mr. had | 
mailed it to me in a 3c envelope, 
neither registered nor insured 
Enclosed was this note: 
examine this and tell me if this 
block of six (not counting the 
right hand pair) is imperforate 
horizontally or if it contains blind 
perfs, in your opinion.” He also 
enclosed a “self-addressed (3c) 
envelope for your convenience.” 
In a day or two, after exam- 
ining the interesting piece under 
powerful magnification and light, 
and knowing something about 
the Mitula material, I wrote Mr. 
X as follows: 

“If I were selling the piece, I 
believe I could claim in good 
faith that it was an imperf block 
of six—at least as imperf as other 
material coming from the Mitula 
find.

Germans Improvise 
Cancellation Die 


An interesting item in connec- 
tion with a World War II cover 
from Guernsey of the Channel Is- 
lands has been brought out by 
Egon Lasus of Toledo, Ohio. 

Guernsey was occupied at an 
early date in the war by the 
Germans. Before the postmaster 
and his staff fled the island they 
destroyed the postmarking and 
cancelling devices plus other post 
office equipment. 

The British population which 
remained, the Channel Islands 
belong to England, still were al- 
lowed to correspond among each 
other through the remaining mail 
system. 

In order to have a postmarking 
device for the dating of the mail 
through the cancelling machine 
the Germans found an old die for 
the year “1940” and the year was 
“1041”. 

So with the use of a file or oth- 
er cutting tool part of the “0” 
of the 1940 was cut away on the 
right side leaving a “1” and 
thereby making a provisional 
“eal”. 

This postal trickery shows 
clearly on the cover which Mr. 
Lasus has.

CANADA. Canada has just re- 
leased designs for new 4c an 
20c stamps. These were selected 
in a competition recently closed. 
The 4c displays the head of a 
Bighorn or Rocky Mountain 
Sheep. 

The design for the 20c “For- 
estry Products” that are manu- 
factured from Canada’s great 
timber resources. It is expected 
that these two stamps will be 
released early in 1952. 

BAHAMAS. Some time ago 
this column showed a copy of the 
6d Landfall of Columbus stamp 
with Columbus incorrectly spell- 
ed COIUMBUS The 1952 Com- 
monwealth Catalogue lists this 
error and also the 4d error— 
UNPRICED. 

At a recent auction sale a copy 
of this 6d error sold for $15.00. 
This is evidently the first time 
that any price has been estab- 
lished. 


AUSTRALIA. For several years 
this -column has mentioned the 
scarcity of the 3d stamp No. 170 
priced by Scott at 50c. Finally 
the 1952 
price to $6.00. 

In a recent auction sale a mint 
block of four sold for $17.50. 

BRITISH HONDURAS. The se- 
mipostal set B1/5 is really scarce 
mint or used. At a recent auc- 
tion sale a complete set on regis- 
tered cover sold for $10.00. 

KENYA-UGANDA. In the is- 
sue of March 12, 1951 this col- 
umn suggested checking your 
copy of the 50c gray black and 
red violet stamp (No. 69). Scott’s 
type Al3 shows two ropes at- 
tached to the sail—BUT—this 
stamp exists with the upper rope 


NOT joined to the sail. 
The catalogue price of this 
variety is 9 Pounds in Gibbons 


and 8 Pounds in the 1952 Com- 
monwealth catalogue. 

A mint block of four, three 
normal and one errgr sold at a 
recent auction sale for $27.50. 

BRITISH HONDURAS. The 
best test of real value is usu- 
ally the price realized at an auc- 
tion sale. A mint set of the 
searce Silver Wedding stamps 
sold recently at auction for 
$12.50. 

CAYMAN ISLANDS. Although 
not mentioned by Scott, the 1917 
War Tax stamps, MR1 and MR2 
exist without a fraction bar in 
1/2. These are priced and listed 
in Gibbons and MRI1 is priced 
mint at 50 /-. 

A mint block of six MR1, with 
one stamp without this fraction 
bar sold at a recent auction sale 
for $9.00. 

There was one of these er- 
rors in each sheet of 100 stamps. 

INDIA. The 25R stamp No. 76 
is quite scarce and underpriced 
by Scott at $27.50. 

The 1952 Gibbons prices this 
stamp at 15 Pounds and at a re- 
cent auction sale a mint copy 
sold for $23.50 which looked 
cheap. 

NORTHERN RHODESIA. The 
recently superceded 2d and 3d 
stamps appear to be potential 
sleepers. None of these obsolete 
colors are available in London 
and dealers there are endeavor- 
ing to buy these stamps in the 
United States.

C3 has repeatedly been offered 
him this fall at 10 cents above or 
below Gibbons, and likewise No. 
Cl—so evidently that price list 
really does report the market. 
Experience on other stamps bears 
out this statement about the va- 
lidity if the Gibbons list as a 
market report. 

In making this comparison, the 
prices compared are for as near- 
ly as possible stamps of like 
quality and condition, as closely 
as the bases of the various lists 
permit. The 10% difference which 
1s mentioned as allowable, is 
based upon statistical studies of 
the fallibility of probability of 
error in human judgment, made 
in other fields but quite clearly 
applicable here. Such studies are 
well known among psychologists, 
so no reference need be given. 
I forbear to list further price 
errors, however striking, 
Competition is further kept on 
being invited by Scott because 
factual misstatements don’t get 
corrected. Thus, the new but still 
inaccurate cuts for U. S. types 
A45a and A46a, the inclusion of 
non-existent U. S. No. 164, the 
retention of confusing and even 
inaccurate color names, are all 
grist to the mill of some potential 
competitor. 

The potentiality of such a com- 
peting catalog becomes greater 
year by year. Scott could well 
afford to maintain their profit- 
able monopoly and continue to 
give collectors the advantage of 
having only one set of catalog 


jnumbers to use, by intelligently 


improving their product, the cata- 
log, year by year. The need to 
buy two catalogs and the cost 
thereof, means diminishing the 


money we have for stamps. At 
present “U. S. 594” means the 
same thing to everyone; but it 
would not, if we had two cata- 
logs. 

Wake up, Scott Publications! 
Can you afford to jeopardize your 
present position by unintelligent 
handling of your present mono- 
poly? Vanderbilt said “The pub- 
lic be damned” and nearly went 
broke with the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad ere he bought up 
and consolidated into his road the 
West Shore, built to compete aft- 
er he uttered those candid words 
about his own actions.
